Bishops’ plan to beat poverty 
brings good return to diocese

IN LAS VEGAS you are a ‘‘win- 
ner’’ if you break even. 

But the Catholic Campaign for 
Human Development (CHD) has 
been no “‘gamble’”’ for the people of 
this diocese. The campaign’ has 
returned to them more than they 
have “invested.” 2 

And — and what is more im- 
portant — the returns have been not 
only in grants to help fight poverty, 
but in people ‘‘dividends’’ and a 
better life. 

IN A CAMPAIGN for Human 
Development message, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher points out that love of 
neighbor must be “‘our faith, our 
obligation, our habit of life on earth. 

“Tf we need our neighbor, our 
helpless neighbor. needs _ us.”’ 
(Message reproduced page 9.) 

People of the diocese have given 
$41,000 to the development cam- 
paign since it was started in 1970 by 
the U.S. Catholic bishops. But 
already $50,000 has been returned in 
self-help grants. 

FUNDS COME FROM the annual 
anti-poverty collection in all 
Catholic parishes. This year it will 


be held throughout the country on 
Sunday, Nov. 19. 


That is when the people of the 
diocese are asked to show Christian 
charity and appreciation for returns 
received. 


The largest development grant — 
$20,000 — enabled the diocese to 
start its Mexican-American 
leadership training program last 
year. : 


ANOTHER $10,000 went for 
English-language classes for the 
diocese’s Spanish-speaking under 
Operation SER, a San Diego county 
program. 


The Buyers’ Club, a_ food - 
cooperative for residents at the 
Catholic-sponsored Villa Nueva in 
San Ysidro, received $15,000 to 
expand its job training and con- 
sumer education programs. 

And $5,000 was given to the 
diocesan Catholic Community 
Services for its communication- 
educational programs in behalf of 
minorities.

Hang in there ladies 


Those women who felt somewhat slighted by secular 
press interpretations of the Pope’s recent letters on 
ordination may take heart. As some of us tried to point 
out at the time, the apostolic letters, in motu proprio 
form, were not dealing with the whole question of 
women in the ministry, but were intended to tidy up 
the archaic situation of minor orders such as lector, 
acolyte, porter and exorcist. 

Professor Federico Alessandrini, who heads the 
Vatican’s press office, recently criticized the 
misleading press comments on the letters. He pointed 
out that the effect of the Pope’s action is to make the 
former ‘‘minor orders” available to laymen, instead 
of being reserved for clerics alone. There was no in- 
tention to introduce innovations regarding women in 
the liturgy at this time. 

There is nothing to prevent women from continuing 
with public readings at Mass as they have for some 
years, nor do they have to be formally invested by the 
bishop. And, as we know, women are admitted to the 
position of extraordinary ministers to distribute Holy 
Communion. ; 

It is suggested from ‘“‘informed sources” at the 
Vatican that there is a possibility the Pope might in- 
stitute an ‘‘initiation rite’ for installing women in 
these ministries. A Vatican commission, called for by 
the 1971 world Synod of Bishops, was asked to in- 
vestigate women’s role. There is no guarantee, of 
course, that the commission will recommend or- 
dination of women. 


How about deacons? 


Those of us in the training program for the per- 
manent diaconate in this diocese are continually 
confused with extraordinary ministers who help to 
distribute communion. There is no connection between 
the two, although some of those in the deacon program 
also happen to be extraordinary ministers in their 
parishes. f 

Becoming a deacon means years of study, of 
‘spiritual growth and application. After all, it is 
training to be a full minister of the Church, and in no 
sense a casual appointment. Our wives take part in as 
many aspects of the training as they can fit into family 
needs. It is essential, in this new “‘shared’’ ministry. 
Someone with a sense of humor recently sent this 
cartoon to my wife:

It’s a blunt phrase, but perhaps we should begin to 
tell our federal legislators, including our re-elected 
President, that we expect action on the question of help 
for our schools.

Turning a blind eye 


It is always interesting to see how international 
morals vary with circumstances. The vociferous 
members of the United Nations gain all the attention 
if they attack Rhodesia or South Africa or Portugal as 


. white powers ina black continent. But the same voices 


are muted when it comes to massacre of tens of 
thousands in Burundi, black against black, and the 
enforced deportation of tens of thousands of hard- 
working Asians from Uganda. 


It is also tragic that the United States and other 
great nations, ever ready to pacify the vociferous new 
states with calm and assuring attention, could not 
make the grand gesture to accept the Asians from 
Uganda, or stop the massacre in Burundi. Of course, 
they will say these are “internal” problems of the 
countries concerned. So is the treatment of blacks in 
South Africa or Rhodesia or Mozambique. Only the 
color of the government is different. 


This is not in defense of those southern African white 
governments, but simply to point up the disparity in 
treatment meted out according to the adjusted 
morality of the big nations.

The other cheek 


Jn its closing stages the nightmare of the Viet- 
nam war brings into sharp perspective an 
unprecedented problem it helped to create — 
the mass of draft evaders and deserters. 

It is estimated that about 100,000 avoided the 
draft, by hiding or fleeing the country, and 
about 30,000 men deserted from the military. 

Now this nation has to decide how to deal with 
them. Many of them are fine young men, 
severely troubled in conscience by a war in 
which they had no heart. 

Others are typical dodgers of any duty which 
they find irksome, too ready to take off and 
vanish.

None of us can judge the conscience of these 
men. We can decry their possible lack of 
patriotism, their evasion of what we may 
regard as a national responsibility. But are 
these reasons for exacting some form of 
vengeance, even if the law provides for it? 


Is this not a time for turning the other cheek, 
even if we feel outraged by their action? 
Certainly charity should prevail. There have 
already been enough lives ruined by this 
calamitous war.

Church’s enemies 
erode confidence 


The erosion of confi- 
dence in the Church’s 
teaching authority follow- 
ing Pope Paul’s encyclical 
on birth control needs 
closer examination than it 
received in Talking Point 
(SC, Oct. 19). 

This erosion didn’t just 
happen, “somehow as a con- 
sequence of Vatican II.” A 
vigorous campaign 
repudiating the Catholic 
faith has used the birth con- 
trol controversy as its most 
effective tool. 

While emphasizing the 
non-infallible character of 
the encyclical, the notion 
has been promoted that 
Catholics are free to reject, 
discard, and even scorn its 
contents. 

Informed Catholics 
realize that, since it is not 
infallible, the moral judge- 
ment and values of this 
encyclical are merely prac- 
tical certainties, rather 
than absolute certainties as 
of faith. 

But this fact is blurred by 
those who need fuzzy think- 
ing to attain their ends. 

Next is brought in, quite 
out of context, the Church’s 
teaching that a doubtful law 
does not bind. Validly, if 
you are almost certain that 
an act is okay, but a slight 
doubt persists that it might 
be wrong, this principle 
may apply. 

Invalidly, Catholics have 


been urged to use this prin- 
ciple if the slightest doubt 
exists as to the immorality 
of an act. 

What does Vatican II 
teach on this very question? 

Bluntly:  “. Spouses 
should be aware that they 
cannot proceed arbitrarily, 
but must always be gov- 
erned according to a consci- 
ence dutifully conformed to 
the divine law itself, and 


should be _ submissive 
toward the Church’s teach- 
ing office...” 


The erosion of confi- 
dence is plainly the work of 
the Church’s enemies who 
are sowing weeds over the 
good seed of the council’s 
bonafide teaching.

Possession is the opposite of love 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... the devious and divers forms 
of possession and possessiveness and 
how they affect our personal integrity. 


We were discussng two books most of 
us had read which dealt with differing 
aspects and concepts of this attitude. 
One, a best-seller, was a chilling ac- 
count of diabolical possession, the 
other a small paperback treating 
possessiveness as inherent to love and 
friendship. 


Appropriately, demoniac possession 
was represented as the ultimate evil. In 
the other instance, possessiveness was 
accepted as a natural and, in fact, 
integral part of loving. 


THIS DICHOTOMY of approach 
disturbed me. Could the act of 
possessing or attempting to possess 
another human being be irredeemably 
evil in one context and almost desirable 
in another? 


The dictionary defines possession as 
the stage of being dominated by 
something or someone, and 
possessiveness as the desire to control 
or dominate another. If we recognize 
the sanctity and the autonomy of any 
human personality, is there any cir- 
cumstance which might excuse or 
condone the kind of action or habit 
which would deny this right? 


We speak of lovers possessing one 
another and it is perhaps in this very 
concept that we reveal a_ basic 
distortion of our approach to sexual 
love. It is not in possession that love is 
realized or expressed, but in donation. 


WE SPEAK TOO, of persons being 
possessed by the spirit or love of Christ, 
implying that they have invited him to 
enter and take control of their lives and 
their will. But Christ is too authentic a 
lover to use that advantage. 


He will not diminish our autonomy, 
our personal responsibility. He extends 
his love, his strength. He offers his 
wisdom and all the incredible power of 
his goodness, but he will not com- 
promise our will. He will not demand 
that we become less of ourselves to 
serve him. 


Freedom is inseparable from love. We

have never understood this: The 


Christian message is incomprehensible . 


to the vast majority because we do not 
understand love, and so we do not 
understand Christ. 


CHRIST WILL NOT, in love, coerce 
us. He will not, in love, compromise our 
will, our freedom. In love he will aid 
and guide us to full potential for our 
own benefit and that of others. 

So often in our human condition we 
confuse our own acquisitiveness and 
egotism with love. So-and-so is at- 
tractive and admired and our pride 
urges us to claim him for ourselves. “I” 
must be served. ‘‘I’’ must possess. ‘‘I’’ 
must win out over all the others. 


Sometimes, like a greedy child at a 


party, we grab for more than we are: 


capable of decently absorbing and 
scatter crumbs to the ground. It is not 
enough that someone should love 
us ... we must have all the love 
available, all the consideration, every 
thought. 

ATTEMPTING TO obliterate the 


‘influence of others whom he might also 


love and admire, we begin, consciously 
or unconsciously, to destroy existing 
‘relationships which seem to threaten 


us, and where is our own integrity in 


that? 

Integrity, a trueness to one’s 
essential self, is what makes a mature 
person an attractive, loving, complete 
being. If we allow another to dominate 
our lives, we must also be prepared to 
accept a stunting of our potential, a 
crippling of personality. 

If we seek to impose ourselves upon 
another, we may anticipate a mon- 
strous growth of self-assertion and 
conceit. Whether suffered or imposed, 
possession is the antithesis of love — as 
the devil very well knows! If it were not 
so, we would have no need of either 
exorcists or marriage counselors. 

GREATER LOVE no man has than 
this, that he should lay down his life for 
a friend. But there is another side to 
that coin. Love is never greater than 
when, with Christ, it gives to another 
the freedom and right to his own life 
and the development of his own 
potential.

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Where does charity begin and tax exemption end? 


Do we give because 


we have to, 
we want to or 
because it looks good? 


IF A MAN, WALKING with a girl friend he 
wants to impress, drops a dollar in a Salvation 
Army Christmas kettle — is that charity? 

If a millionaire businessman, on the advice of: 
his tax consultant, writes out a check for $50,000 
to his ‘favorite charity’ — is he being 
charitable? 

Is charity being overdone? Are people tiring of 
charity? What really is charity? 

AS ORIGINALLY used, ‘“‘charity’? — which 
comes from the word ‘‘caritas’””’ — meant 
spiritual, divine love, ‘‘agape.’’ Charity 
originally was associated with giving as an 
expression of spiritual love, resulting in enrich- 
ment both to the giver and receiver. 

But today, charity has become almost 

, Synonymous with welfare to the poor. It tends to 
have a negative, demeaning connotation toward 
the receiver and places the giver in a patronizing 
position. 

“Tf money is the thing that is needed most in a 
particular situation, then we should give 
money,” one priest said. ‘‘If it is service that is 
needed most, then it is most charitable to lend a 
helping hand. But if the giving of money or 
service has motives of selfishness behind it, then 
we really can’t call it charity. Giving without 
love is not charity.”’ 

FATHER JOHN J. McVean, a Catholic priest 
at St. Francis of Assisi church, New York, said 
that ‘‘an act of charity is not limited to taking 
care of the poor and downtrodden. It isn’t limited 
excluSively to the giving of money or of one’s 
time. 

“‘Charity means helping to fulfill the particular 
needs of the community, wherever one lives. 
Charity is to give people what they need, when 
they need it, with as little question asked as 
possible.” 

Rabbi Elkanah Schwartz, director of com- 
munal relations for the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations, said that in the Jewish 
tradition, charity is ‘“‘Tzedakah’”” — meaning 
justice or righteousness. 

“THE GREATEST act of charity that can be 
done from a Jewish point of view is to give the 
needy person a job through which he can earn his 
keep,”’ Rabbi Schwartz said. 


“As great as is the obligation to give the 
hungry man a piece of bread, greater yet is the 
obligation to give him the means through which 
to earn that piece of bread.”’ 


“The most effective form of charity is. that 
done on a_ neighbor-to-neighbor basis,’ said 
William B. Watson, assistant administrator of 
Catholic Charities in the Newark archdiocese. 

“IN TRUE CHARITY,” he said, ‘‘the aim 
should be to remove the cause of the need, so 
individuals receiving aid will be able to rise out 
of their deprivation.”’ 

Many forms of institutionalized charity — for 
example, the government welfare system — 
have become merely a ‘‘money distributing 
machine’”’ and the root causes of poverty and 
other problems are not touched, Watson said. 

Instead, the person is held in a state of 
dependence. True charity lifts them out of their 
dependent state. ; 

DR. STEPHEN Olford, American Baptist 
pastor of Calvary Baptist church, New York, 
feels that the concept of giving is greatly 
misunderstood by the religious people among the 
U.S. public. 

In his book, The Grace of Giving, Dr. Olford 
says that ‘‘competition for the Christian’s dollar 
among churches, religious organizations and 
other benevolent groups is conducted on a level 
today that removes giving from the area of 
spiritual grace. 

“The local church and non-church-related 
work must bear much of the blame for this 
deplorable state of affairs,’ he said. “If 
believers are not taught a Scriptural doctrine of 
stewardship, can they be expected to give in- 
telligently and can they be expected to realize 
that giving is indeed a vital spiritual ministry as 
witnessing, reading the Bible and praying?”’ 

WHAT REALLY motivates Americans to give 
(or not give)? Do they give out of a feeling of 
charity, or from some ulterior motive? 

Father James J. Brennan, director of West- 
chester County Catholic charities for the: New 
York archdiocese, said that ‘‘there has been a 
gradual change in attitude toward giving, a 
falling off.’ He said a great many people seem to 
have the attitude, ‘I’m already paying so much 
taxes, why should I pay more? Are you reall 
necessary? ; 

“But just giving money isn’t charity,’ Father 
Brennan said. ‘‘At least it is not the ultimate of 
charity. Charity is the giving of oneself.’’ The 
worst attitude, he said, is one that says, ‘‘I’ve 
paid my taxes or given money to charity, so I 
don’t have to give of myself. 


“I’M AFRAID THIS attitude has become all 
too common,”’ Father Brennan said. ‘‘People 
often give a cash donation as a means of soothing 
their consciences and feel they’ve fulfilled their 
obligations to God and the Church.”’ 


Major Mark Kohler, development director of 
the Salvation Army in the Bronx, said that 
“over-all, we see all kinds of people. Some give 
out of genuine love and a real concern for others 
— which is the highest form of charity. 

“But lots of people give lots of money te get 
credit, to see-their names on a plaque. If they 
make too much fuss about getting the credit, you 
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“What are you gonna buy with my dad’s 
quarter?” 


know their giving has nothing to do with charity. 

“CHARITY REALLY means loving concern,” 
he said. “‘If you are a concerned individual, with 
genuine love for people, you will naturally act 
charitably in all circumstances, and your acts of 
giving will be charitable.’ 


The Salvation Army officer said that ‘‘to give, 
even with a selfish motive, is, of course, better 
than not giving at all.” 


Internal Revenue reports for 1970, the latest 
available, show that there were 35,458,833 
itemized returns out of a total of 77,213,611 filed 


‘by individuals. Of the itemized returns, 1.8 


million did not list any deductions for con- 
tributions — but of those that did list con- 
tributions, $12.9 billion was claimed as 
charitable deductions. 


GIVING USA, a publication of American 
philanthropy, estimated that the total individual 
giving in 1971 was $15.1 billion. 


The Internal Revenue summary for the past 10 
years shows that the average individual gift 
gradually increased, from $280 in 1960 to $364 in 
1970. However, the average gift as a proportion 
of adjusted gross income steadily decreased — 
from 3.6 per cent of adjusted gross income in 1960 
to 2.9 per cent in 1970. 


According to Internal Revenue sources, in- 


‘dividuals with incomes of $100,000 or more gave 


the highest proportion of their adjusted gross 
income in 1970 to charity — 7.2 per cent. The next 
highest was the under $5,000 group, giving 4.4 per 
cent of their adjusted gross. 

THE GROUPS giving the least proportion 
were the $30,000 to $50,000 class with 2.46 per cent 
of adjusted gross and the $15,000 to $20,000 group 
with 2.38 per cent. Others were: $50,000 to 
$100,000 group (3.2 per cent); $5,000 to $10,000 
group (3 per cent); $25,000 to $30,000 group (2.5 
per cent); $20,000 to $25,000 group (2.48 per 
cent); $10,000 to $15,000 (2.46 per cent). 


Two Harvard University psychologists report 
that recent experiments show when the un- 
derlying motives are studied, the act of giving 
often has very little to do with charity. They 
found giving is often associated with feelings of 
guilt, shame or the desire to impress others. 


“Giving help is often a means of establishing 
status and power,”’ they said. It is also felt that 
among a significant number of people today, 
giving to “charitable organizations’? has become 
a kind of a game. The game is designed to give as 
little as necessary and still ‘look good,” but 
claiming as much credit as possible for tax 
exemption purposes. 


“IF CHURCHES IN America really get as 
much money as people say they give, the 
churches would be rich,’ one man said. 

Mother Teresa of Calcutta, famed foundress of 
the Missionaries of Charity, India, expressed it 
this way recently, when talking about charity: 
more people should give of themselves to help 
the needy instead of just giving from their 
abundance.

Father La Pointe - a lifetime serving Indians

SUNDAY, NOV. 19, marks 
the 40th anniversary of the 
death, in 1932, of a pioneer 
priest who gave his life to the 
spiritual and material 
welfare of the Indians in 
Southern California. 

He was Father Edward La 
Pointe, a French-Canadian 
priest who served for 30 
years in the diocese and now 
lies buried beside the church 
he built at the Santa Ysabel 
Indian Mission. 

When he died at 59 he was 
pastor at Santa Ysabel and in 
charge of all Indian missions 
in San Diego county. And he 
also was pastor (for more 
than 12 years) of St. Mary’s 
parish in El Cajon, now Holy 
Trinity. 

FATHER La Pointe died 
after an operation in the old 
Mercy Hospital and his 
funeral Mass was celebrated 
in St. Joseph’s church (now 
the cathedral). 

A friend of all Indians, who 

understood their tribal 
tongues, Father La Pointe 
gave away his personal 
fortune of more than $60,000 
left to him by his parents. 
_ When that ran out he 
distributed money, food and 
clothing obtained from 
various sources — always 
rendering an exact account 
of his disposal of funds and 
materials.

Father Dominique

church, Pleasanton, Calif., is 
writing a biography of 
Father La Pointe which he 
hopes to have published on 
Feb. 27, 1973 — the 100th 
anniversary of the 
missionary’s birth. 

He reports that he has 
received much material on 
the priest’s life following a 
request which appeared in 
the Southern Cross. 


FATHER La Pointe, born 
in the Province of Quebec, 
was ordained Jan. 28, 1899, 
by Archbishop Paul 
Bruchesi of Montreal. 


He first came to San Diego 
in 1901 as chaplain at the 
Indian Industrial School. 
From 1903-07 he was pastor 
of St. Mary’s in Escondido, 
and it was during this time 
that he started his life’s 
service to the Indians. 


When he began serving at 
Santa Ysabel it was in 
disrepair and he recon- 
structed the mission com- 
pound. He built the present 
church in 1924, later adding a 
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grotto, rectory. and other 
buildings. 

NOW STAFFED by the 
Verona Fathers, Santa 


Ysabel was started in 1818 by 
Father Fernando Martin as 
a branch of Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, California’s 
first church.

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Black Pope a ‘possibility’ 
Interest in religion never 


greater in history, says Paul VI 


NEW YORK — Pope Paul, 
in an interview with the 
National Enquirer, said the 
Church may “very possibly” 
have a black Pope someday 
and disclosed that the 
“financial situation’ of the 
Vatican is not good. 


He observed that ‘‘never in 
history have we had so many 
people interested in 
religion,’ reaffirmed the 
Church’s stand against 
women priests and rejected 
charges the Church is 
‘outdated, reactionary.”’ 


The interview was con- 
ducted at the Vatican by 
Henry O. Dormann, board 
chairman of the National 
Enquirer, and is_ being 
published in the Dec. 3 issue 
of the weekly newspaper. 


DORMANN SAID that in 
many secular papers Pope 
Paul ‘‘is painted as a cold, 
calculating and distant 
figure. We see another side 
— a man just as human, 
generous and kind as Pope 
John.” 

In replying to a question 
about a future black pontiff, 
Pope Paul noted that ‘‘we 
now have more than 200 
black bishops and three 
black cardinals aS well as 
one Indian and three yellow 
cardinals.”’ 


There have been two black 
Popes, he noted, referring to 


Question:

REGARDING Vatican 
finances, the Pope estimated 
that about two-thirds of the 
money it receives comes 
from the people and one- 
third from investments. 

The Pope indicated that it. 
takes $150 million a year to 
operate the Vatican, which 
has about 2,000 employees. 
Also maintained are 90 
diplomatic representatives, 
300 to 400 missions and some 
50 universities. 

In addition, the Vatican 
supports various charities, 
the poor, hospitals and sends 
special funds for relief 
during natural disasters 
around the world. 


ASKED ABOUT the 
potential for women priests, 
the pontiff observed that 
‘“‘after Christ, 
perfect being was a woman, 
namely Christ’s mother.” 

He said Christ showed high 
regard for women but ap- 
pointed only men as 
apostles. 

“The Church’s practice 
has followed his lead faith- 
fully,” said the Pope, ‘‘and 
this tradition will not 
change. The Church is 


satisfied that this in no way 
diminishes the dignity of 
women.” 


(Colossians 1:20; Ephesians 
2:16). 

Christ himself made the 
cross an identifying mark of 
his followers that they should 
bear their cross bravely in 
imitation of Him (Matthew 
10:38, 16:24; Galatians 2:19). 


So we may expect a rather 
profuse use of it to be made 


in Christian liturgical 
practice. 
The verbal formulary 


obviously originates in the 
Gospel of St. Matthew where 
Christ says: ‘‘Go, therefore, 
make disciples of all the 
nations; baptize them in the 
name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy 
Spirit” (Matthew 28:19). 
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WITH RESPECT to the 
“impression’” among young 
Catholics that the Church is 
“run by old, very square, 
very reactionary celibate 
men,’’ the Pope responded 
that Church leaders do not 
feel they are being reac- 
tionary. 


“We admit,” he said, “‘that 
we need to give youth the 
feeling that we are not op- 
posing them. 


“We are preparing this 
new generation for a life 
better than our fathers 
prepared us. This shows that 
we are not so... reactionary 
as they might think.” 


THE POPE stressed that 
‘it is not true that the 
religious sense of people is 
declining... crisis, division 
and discussion come when 
there is great interest in 
religion.” 


He expressed hope that the 
decline in standards of 
family life and morality 
‘‘will be quickly arrested.”’ 


He said that young people 
need the family, and must 
“discover that the family 
provides more. important 
things than material sup- 
port; it provides the spiritual 
environment which greatly 
assists youth’s growth to 
maturity.”

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Vatican feels pinch of 
ready-cash shortage 


VATICAN CITY — The 
Holy See is so short of ready 
cash that it is unable even to 
help finance international 
meetings here of official 
Vatican agencies, it has been 
learned. 

The financial situation 
grew so desperate at one 
point that last January the 
Vatican was forced to sell a 
piece of property in Italy just 
to ‘‘help meet the ordinary 
payroll of the Holy See.”’ 

Because of the money 
shortage, Vatican aides said, 
Church funds are now 
available ‘‘only for official 
Holy See travel expenses of 
the most urgent nature.”’ 


IN AT LEAST one_ case, 
consideration is being given 
to using some funds donated 
for worldwide missionary 
work to pay the travel and 
-living expenses of Third 
World delegates toa Vatican 
agency meeting in Rome. 

“Believe: me,’”’ said one 
Vatican official whose 
request for funds to help 

_ defray the expenses of the 
secretariat meeting was 
rejected by the Vatican 
Secretariat of State, ‘‘there 
is a tight money squeeze on 
in the Holy See right now and 
it is hitting everybody from 
the top on down.” 

One Vatican official said 
the investment portfolio of 
the Holy See ‘‘is not set up to 
meet the day-to-day ex- 
penses of the post-conciliar 
Church,”’ 


“EITHER THAT,” he 


added, ‘‘or there just is not 
enough money available for 
investment for the Holy See 
to meet the new financial 
obligations that came in the 
wake of Vatican II.” 


During and after the 
council, many new com- 
missions -and_ secretariats 
were founded. 


“Added to this you have 
the heavy expense for the 
Synod of Bishops and its 
permanent secretariat,” one 
synod official said. “This 
permanent Church fixture is 
expensive to operate and the 
Vatican has to find money to 
keep it going.” 

AS AN OFFICIAL put it: 

“With all these new 
secretariats, | commissions 
and other agencies that were 
outgrowths of the council, 
you have a tremendous new 
financial burden for the Holy 
See. 

“You have not only the 

day-to-day and week-to-week 
expense of salaries and 
operating these 
headquarters offices, but 
you have the costs of moving 
your key people out into the 
field regularly to keep in 
contact with what is going 
on. 
. “IF YOU DON‘T DO this, 
then there is no purpose in 
having these international 
agencies. 

“ALL THIS, costs a great 
deal of money and the Holy 
See must meet these added 
costs while still not having 
any added income.

“So, the Vatican does the 
only two things it can do: it 
cuts back drastically on 
expenses and it takes the 
desperate step of selling 
property to meet current 
operating expenses.” 

THE DISCLOSURES 
come in the midst of per- 
sistent, . but highly 
speculative, reports that the 
Holy See is financially well 
off. 

“Vou read all these 
speculative articles about 
the billions of dollars the 
Vatican has stashed away in 
Swiss banks in numbered 
accounts and all the firms 
throughout the world that it 
controls,’ said one Vatican 
official, adding: 

‘Well, I personally reject 
this speculation as just that 
— speculation. The Vatican 
is hard-pressed for cash and 
the situation will probably 
get worse as time goes on. 

“SURE, THE Vatican has 
priceless art treasures. But 
they can’t be sold and they 
don’t bring in any money. In 
fact, you have to hire people 
to dust them off and’ guard 
them.”

Pope says Church needs modern 
saints - men and women with faith 


VATICAN CITY — What 
the Church needs today is 
“saints,” men and women 
whose lives faithfully reflect 
the intrinsic sanctity of the 
Church itself, Pope Paul told 
a general audience. 

The pontiff recalled a 
traditional Catholic doctrine, 
according to which, ‘‘sanc- 
tity is an essential property” 
of the Church of Christ, and 
urged the faithful to mirror 
this sanctity in their daily 
lives. 

‘‘The Church,”’ he said, ‘‘is 
holy by her nature, holy in 
the divine truths entrusted to 
her and taught by her. 

“SHE IS HOLY in her 
sacraments, through which 
she sanctifies men, holy in 
her liturgy and in her 
prayer. 

“She is holy in her law, 
that is, in the pedagogy with 
which she guides men along 
the paths of the Gospel and 
the road of Christlike love. 

“The practiced sanctity of 
the members of the Church 
must correspond to the 


constitutional sanctity of the 
_ Church.” 


“THIS MEANS,’’ 
pontiff explained, ‘‘that the 
Church is not only holy in 
herself, but that we who 
belong to her and constitute 
her must show that she is 
holy for us. : 

“Tt means that ,we, as 
individuals, organizations, 
and communities, must be 
holy in our individual, 
organizational, and com- 
munity lives.” 

The Church is in “extreme 
need”’ of this ‘‘coherence’’ 
between her ‘‘native’’ 
sanctity and her sanctity “‘as 
expressed in the life, in the 
customs, and in the 
charisma of her members,” 
he said. 

EMPHASIZING that 
personal holiness can be 

-achieved only with the 
assistance of divine grace, 
Pope Paul concluded: 

“The sanctity which is 
required of us is not the 
sanctity of miracles, but of 
good and strong will. It is 


the 


this Christian witness the 
Church so desperately needs 
today.”’

D.C. abortions 
top 18,000 
during 1971 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
More than 18,000 abortions 
were performed in 1971 in 
District of | Columbia 
hospitals and clinics, ac- 
cording to a report issued 
here by the D.C. Department 
of Human Resources. 

Abortions increased 
steadily from 610 in January 
1971 to 2,098 in December. 
The peak was in November, 
which saw 2,135 operations. 

Data reported by the 
department did not include 
abortion performed in. 
doctors’ offices. One doctor, 
who did not want to be 
identified, said he performs 
as many as 50 abortions a 
week in his office.

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How do you teach (retarded) children religion? 


By Nicholas Biondo 
EL CAJON — How do you prepare mentally 


retarded children for first Holy Communion® 


How can you teach them the basic truths of their 
faith? 

“You start by showing them love. They can 
understand and accept this,”’ says Sister Maxine 
Kraemer, who has headed St. Madeleine 
Sophie’s Training Center for Retarded Children 
here for five years. 

“You talk to them about Jesus and that he 
loves them. You find imaginative ways of 
showing Christ as a person. They can get to know 
who Jesus is.” 


MUSIC, SINGING, pictures and the senses are 
used extensively to reach the children with 
religion, explained Sister Maxine. 

“They respond beautifully to music and act out 
what they are ane They clap their hands, 
they get involved . 


“‘We take them on field trips and by seeing, 
smelling and touching they come to know the 
wonderful world of God’s creation. And we en- 
courage them to talk to Christ in their own way. 
In a sense, they make up their own spontaneous 
prayers. 

“THEY HAVE A LOT of love in them if we 
give them a.chance to express themselves. They 
have no inhibitions.” 

She stressed the need to ‘“‘think of the 
education of the whole person, whether he is 
normal or not. If parents neglect the religious 
education of their handicapped children, they 
are failing in their job of educating them.” 

The children set their own pace in preparing 
for first communion. ‘‘Naturally we don’t apply 
the same criteria as we would to normal 
children. We wait until we think they are ready 
for communion regardless of age.” 

WHILE THE SCHOOL has prepared its 
retarded charges for first Holy Communion in 
the past, it will have a first communion 
ceremony at its center for the first time on 
Sunday, Dec. 3. 

Sister Maxine said 12 children, 8 to 18, will 
receive the eucharist at a Mass concelebrated by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher in the large hall formed by 
the school’s four classrooms when partitions are 
removed. 

“The children will be sitting on the floor 
around an altar and we will have a special 
liturgy adapted for their understanding,’ she 
said. 

SISTER NOTED that a pre-communion Mass 
was celebrated at the school recently with the 
children actively participating in a liturgy in line 
with their comprehension and capabilities. 

“The children brought their own gifts, like 
flowers they grew. The priest explained what he

was doing, making it seem like a spontaneous 
prayer. And the children sang simple songs they 
had memorized. 

“The priest showed them different kinds of 
bread and explained that the unleaven host was 
another kind of bread. But he told them that 
when he said, ‘This is my body,’ the bread 
became something very precious — Christ in a 
special way. The children seemed to understand 
this.”’ 

THOSE RECEIVING first communion are not 
pupils at the school, but come from various 
parishes. The center holds religious education 
classes for the retarded every Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 


Religious education is only part of the over-all 
program at St. Madeleine Sophie’s. The center is 
a day school for educable retarded children from 
2 to 14. 


It provides progressive training at the child’s 
own individual pace in preparation for eae 
school special education classes. 

SISTER MAXINE stressed the school’s goal i is 
the ‘‘maximum opportunity for development of 
physical, personal, social, language and moral 
potentialities of each child. 


“We are now receiving and accepting the more 
difficult and more multiple handicapped child 
than we did at first.’ 


She explained that while public schools have 
special education programs, the children ac- 
cepted by St. Madeleine Sophie’s are usually not 
accepted by public schools. 


“THEY DON’T WANT them because they are 
not potty-trained, not ambulatory and have 
erratic behavior.” 


St. Madeleine Sophie’s is owned and operated 
by the Religious of the Sacred Heart but, of the 
three nuns at the school, only Sister Maxine is a 
member of that congregation. 


“We have an unusual religious community 
here,’’ she says, ‘‘and we call ourselves the 
Amen community.’ Serving the school with 
Sister Maxine as special education teachers are 
Sister Alice, a Dominican formerly with the

diocesan CCD office, and Sister Ellen, a Fran- 
ciscan. 

THE SCHOOL ALSO has four specially trained 
lay teachers. It accepts children regardless of 
race or creed and its total enrollment now stands 
at about 30 pupils up to 14 years of age. 

An integral part of the school is its Special 
Inter-Religious Fellowship (SIRF) program 
with a ‘“‘two-way thrust for parents Me the 
mentally retarded.” 

“We bring together the parents in an interfaith 
group to listen, to learn and to find trust and 
support in one another and be able to speak of 
their problems to others,’’ Sister Maxine said. 
‘“‘And we bring the children together with their 
parents for better understanding.” 

THE SCHOOL IS NOT subsidized by the 
diocese, she said, but relies on monthly tuition 


“with financial arrangements made according 


to need. 

“Financial support also comes from the RSCJ 
related Barat Auxiliary and from civic and 
service organizations and individuals. Such 
contributions make this odes a service 
possible.” 

The school is named after Madeleine Sophie 
Barat, the French woman who founded the 
RSCJ. She died in 1865.
